Washington Irving's First ISrcal.fast 
with Scott .

On tiro way thith- 
er, 1 stopped at the gate of Abbotsford, 
and sent the postillion to the house with 
my written introduction and my card, on 
which I had written that 1 was on my 
way to the ruins of Melrose Abbey, and 
wished to know whether it would be 
agreeable for Mr. Scott (be had not yet 
been maJc a Baronet) to receive a visit 
from me in the course of the morning.

\ In a little while Ihe “lord of the castle” 
himself made his appearance.

| Another was precentor at the Kirk, and 
besides leading the psalmody on Sunday, 
taught the lads and lasses of the neigh- 
borhood da icing on week days, in the 
winter-time, when out ol door labor was 
scarce. 

Among ths rest was a tall, straight old 
fellow,, with n healthful complexion and 
silver hair, ai.d a small round crowned 
hat. He had heon about to shoulder a 
hod, but paused, and still lookiug at Scott, 
with a light sparkling of his blue eyes, 
as if waiting his turn; for the eld fellow 
knew himself to be a favorite. 

Scott accosted him in an affable tone, 
and asked for a pinch of snuff. The old 
man drew forth a horn snuff-box. “Hoot, 
man,” said Scott, “not tliat old mull, 
where’s the bonny French oae that I 
brought you from Paris?” “Troth, your 
honor,” replied the old fellow,” sic a mull 
as that is no for week day's.” 

On leaving the quarry, Scott informed 
me that when absent at Paris lie bad pur- 
chased several trilling articles as pie- 
ser.ts for his dependants, and among oth- 
ers the gray snuffbox in question, which 
was so carefully reserved for Sunday's, 
by the veteran. “It was not so much the 
value of the gifts,” said he, “that pleased 
them, as the idea that the laird shoul d 
think of them when so faraway.” 

The old man in question, I found, was 
a g'-vat favorite with Scott. If I recol- 
lect 1 tybv, ho hail tioen a soldier in early 
life, and his straight erect person, his 
ruddy yet rugged countenance his grey 
hair, and an arch gleam in his blue aye, 
reminded me of Ihe description of Edie 
Ochiltree. I find that the old fellow lias 
since been introduced by Wilkie, in his 
picture o.' the Scott family'. 

Scott end his Dogs . — Scott continued 
on, leadirg the way as usual, and limp- 
ing up tie vvizzard glen, talking as ho 
went, but as bis back was towards me, I 
could only hear the deep, growling tones 
of his voice, like the low breathing of an 
organ, without distinguishing the words, 
until pausing, and turning his face to- 
wards me, 1 found he was receding some 
scrap of harder rninistrelsv about Thomas 
the Rhymer. This was continually the 
case in my rumblings with him about this 
storied neighborhood. His mind was 
fraught with the traditionary fictions con- 
nected with every object around him, 
and he would breathe it forth as he went, 
apparently as mueh for his own gratifica- 
tion as for that of his companion. 

“Nor hill nor broolc *ve paced along, 

But had its legend nr its song.” 

Ilis voice was deep and sonorous, he 
spoke with a Scottish accent, and with 
somewhat of the Northumbrian “burr,” 
which to my mind gave a doric strength 
and simplicity to his elocution. His re- 
citation of poetry was at times magnifi- 
cent. 

I think it was in the course of this 
ramble that my friend Hamlet, the black 
grey hooud, got into a sad scrape. The 
dogs were beating about the glens and 
fields as usual, and had been for some 
time out ef sight, when we heard a bark- 
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lines and bulwarks, and the pra-lorium, 
and showed a knowledge of eastramenta- 
tion, that would not have disgraced the 
antiquarian Oldbuck himself. Indeed, 
various circumstances that 1 observed 
about Scott during my visit, concurred to 
persuade 1110 that many of the antiquarian 
humors of Monkbares were taken from 
his own richly compounded character, 
and that some of the scenes and person- 
ages of that admirable novel were furn- 
ished by his i nmedlate neighborhood. 

He gavo me several anecdotes of a 
noted pauper named Andrew Geminells, 
or Gennnel, as it was pronounced, who 
had onco flourished on the banks of the 
Galla Water, immediately opposite Ab- 
botsford, and wliem he had seen, and talk- 
ed and joked with when a boy; and I in- 
stantly' recognised the likeness of that 
mirror of philosophic vagabonds and Nes- 
tor of beggars, Edie Ochiltre. 1 was on 
the point of pronouncing the name and re- 
cognizing Ihe portrait, when I recollected 
the incognito observed by Scott with re- 
spect to the novels, and checked myself; 
hut it was one among many things that 
tended to convince me of his authorship. 

His picture of Andrew Gcnimolls ex- 
actly' accorded with that of Edie as to his 
height, carriage, and soldier-like air, as 
well as his arch and sarcastic humor. Ilis 
homo, if home ha had, was at Gallashiels; 
hut I10 went “daundering” aboutlhe coun- 
try, along the green shaws and beside 
tho burns, and was a kind of walking 
chronicle throughout the valleys of the 
Tweed, tho Ettrick, and tho Yarrow; 
carrying the gossip from house to house, 
commenting on the inhabitants and their 
concerns, and never hesitating to give 
them a dry rub as lo any of their faults 
and follies. 

And a shrewed beggar like Andrew 
Genimells, Scott added, who could sing 
tho Scotch airs, tell stories and traditions, 
and gossip away tho long winter even- 
ings, was by no means an unwelcome 
visitor at a lonely manse or cottage. The 
children would run to welcome him, and 
place his stool in a warm corner of the 
ingle nook, and the old folks would re- 
ceive him as a privileged guest. 

As to Andrew, he looked upon them 
all as a parson does upon his parishioners, 
and considered the alms he roeoived as 
much his due as the other does his tythes. 

I rather think, ud-cd Scott, Andrew con- 
sidered himself more of a gentleman than 
those who toiled for a living, and that he 
secretly looked down upon the pains-tak- 
ing peasants that fed and sheltered him. 

He had derived his arislocratical no 
tions in some degree from being admit- 
ted occasionally to a precarious sociabili- 
ty with seme of the small country gentry', 
who were sometimes in want of company 
‘to help wile away the time. With these 
Andrew would now and then play at 
1 cards and dice, and he never lacked “*il- 
ller in pouch” to stake on a game, which 
he did with the perfect air of a man to 
I whom money was a matter of very little 
! moment, and no one could lose his money 
with more gentlemanlike coolness. 

Among those who occasionally admit- 
ted him to this familiarity, was old John 
j Scott of Galla, a man of family, who in-

EXECUTION OF THE SPANISH PI 
RATES. 

[ Thursday, June 11, 1635. j 

Pursuant to previous arrangement, Captain 
Pon PeHro Gilbert, an, I Juan Montenegro, Man- 
uel Castillo, Anglo Garcia and Manuel Bov. a, 
were yesterday morning summoned to prepare fur 
their immediate execution, agreeably to their sen- 
tence, for having, while belonging to the grhoonci 
Panda, committed piracy, by robbing the brig 
Mexican, of $20,000 and afterwatd? attempting 
lo destroy tbccrew and and all evidence of their 
crime, by selling fire lo the vessel. It is under-, 
stood, that when the pusoners became thoroughly’ 
convinced that there vs as no longer any ground to 
hope fora further respite, they entered into a mu- 1 
nut agreement rtJ commit suicide on Wednesdaj 
night. Several attempts to commit Suicide were

made, but all proved ineffectual, though one faint- 
od from tho loss of blood and did not revive before 
his execution. Two Catholic clergymen, were in 
attendance upon the pusoners the whole morning, 
and at quarter past ten, under the escort of the, 
Marshal and his deputies, accompanied them tu 
the gallows, erected on an insulated angle ©f land! 
in the rear of the jail.

AN OtTJUAGE UPON AMERICAN CIT- 
IZENS AND AN INSULT TO I HE U S 
*By the arrival of a vessel at this port, a 
few days since, we received information of a seri- 
ous difficulty having occurred between the Mexi- 
can troops stationed at Galveston, : (Texas) and 
some citizens of the United States, in which there 
were six men killed. 

It seems that a citizen of the United State* and 
one of the Mexican troops had a dupute , the 
Mexican insulted the American, dnd the Amen 
can returned the insult, and for this worthy cause 
he was pursued by armed men, cut and mangled 
in a most barbarous manner, and was then impris- 
oned. 

‘I he Americans at that place then assembled 
and dbpiandvd the lelvace of their countryman, 
whict^pas refused, and upon sue h refusal they pro- 
ceeded to rescue him by force. 

We 6hould like to know by what rule of na»iuu- 
al law, an American citizen is to be incarcvtated 
and perhaps suffer an ignominious punishment, for 
merely (•ruriung rt*« tuevli uf an ipri »oidaal. 

The qtianel between the Mexican citizen and 
the American, was of a private uatire, that is to 
say, the National authorities of Mexico had noth- 
ing to do it, and should have been settled between 
themselves, and the interference of .ha command- 
er of tho garrison at that place, in his public ca- 
pacity , and ^tp that character inflictng injuries on 
one of our citizens, is an insult to oir government 
and an injury to the nation and shoiid at once bo 
resented. Who knows to what lengh those half 
white, priest ridden biggots may go, f not stopped 
at once in their course. 

It was not long since that a law was passed by 
the Mexican Congress making an invidious dis- 
tinction between American citizens tearing to their 
ports and persons coming from any other nation, 
in which the Americans were sujec' to additional 
inconveniences, and that too, which places the two 
nations reciprocally upon the footing of the most 
favored nations.
